by force. Their followers, whether called private detectives or 
! deputy sheriffs, seem to be efficient and daring gunmen, ready 
at any time to earn the salaries they are paid. It may be granted 
that this baronial status cannot be maintained by any other 
means, but that does not justify it. 
On the contrary, it con- 


demns it. 
It is trite to say that violence begets violence, but it is a 


truth which men of high position and larger affairs than the 
West Virginia coal operators either do not acknowledge or re- 
fuse to recognize. Preparedness for war in an empire means 
war. It means war in a coal camp. 


Sooner or later the coal-mining industry of West Virginia 


will have to be reorganized on an American basis and operated 
on American 
standards. 
The semifeudalism 
of company 


houses, company stores, company regulations and control must 
yield to the fundamentals of democracy by which people large- 
ly order their personal affairs. The industrial autocracy of the 
coal mines must pass. 
It must pass, for two reasons: First, West Virginia is in 


the United States. Second, this is the twentieth century.
